gible Criminals, were’it not to fhew how 
me fo ; and that, if doing this fhould 
' libellous, St. Paud might have the 
“our and the Danger of the Libel. 
fter this we fhall not venture to affert the 
“ple of England ditfolute: Nor indeed, if 
“ively confidered, could we pafs any fuch 
'Cenfure. However, that there are great 
. litle Criminals amongft us, is we hope no 
Wr to Power, to fay. 
hen Irreligion, Robbery and Murder, 
" difperfed themfelves thro’ a Community, 
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it muft have fome remarkable Virtue to prevent 
a general Imputation of Vice: May the Divine 
firft and then the Judge be further enabled to 
Maintain that Virtue, and we need ..ot fear the 
Imputation. 

The feveral Acts paffed laft Seffion againft 
Murder and Robbery, manifeftly tend to this 
End. ‘Bur, like all human Inftitutions, they 
are not without Defects. That kind of Re 
forming is beginning at the wrong End. Exe- 
cuting a Murderer the third Day after Convic- 
tion will not prevent Murders, nor can the 
haraffing a wretched Proftitute make her a mo- 
deft Woman. It is well known, That Per- 
fons who have loft their Reputation have alfo 
loft all Senfe of it : We mean the Thief and the 
Whore, for the Murderer is out of the Que- 
ftion juft in this Place. The little Charity too 
we commonly beftow on thofe Criminals, when 
they have furvived the Cenfures of the Jaw, 
render ic impracticable for themto avoid falling 
into their old Courfes. Hence it is impoffible 
for a Robber & a Proftitute, left to chemfelves, 
to become ufeful to the Community. It is as 
far as human Wit can extend, to devife Ways 
and Means to make them as little injurious as 
poffible. 

What then muft be done? If we will have 
but few Murders, we muft firft find a Way to 
difpatch Robbery and Proftitution. But all 
Means hitherto have proved ineffectual to this 
End ; ‘we muft therefore devife new. 

The late Ule the poor Foundlings have been 
put to, that of making Ropes, &c. for the Her- 
ring Fifbery, might fketch out a very pretty 
Employ for thefe Thieves and Whares, in a 
Place built for the Purpofe of their Reception. 
Here they might make fome Retribution to 
the Public, for their former Depredations ; 
and once admitted they fhould never be dif- 
miffed, at leaft under the Term of Seven or 
Fourteen Years, as in Tranfportation. <A 
Name to this Place may eafily be found ; for 
Example: Suppofe it is called Tbe Purgatory, 
for, fure we are, here will be the Excrements of 
the Society. 


“—$n fuch a cafe, the cruel Decree againft thofe 


little Innocents juft mentioned may be revoked, 
it indeed fuch a Decree in England can be real. 
They need not be brought up to fupply us with 
Hewers of Wood and Drawers of Water ; they 
need not be fecluded the Bleffings of a liberal 
Education ; need not be living Evidences of 
the Barbarity of Mankind. Thofe who cannot 
comprehend the Meaning of this, have not 
been informed of the abominable Defign 


rumoured about of bringing thefe Children up 


to hard Labour, without even teaching them to 
read their Mother-tongue. But this, we have 
the flrongeft Hopes, was. only rumoured, 
Such a Praétice would not be only unlike Men 
and Cbriftians, but it would be a blafphemous 
Endeavour to defeat the Intention of the Al- 
mighty, by attempting to debafe into Brutes 
thofe whom he had created Men. It would not 
however bear a Query, if the Practice was 
real, which were the greater Brutes; thofe 
who: fhould make or thofe who thould be 
made, Bur to return: 
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This Purgatory, tho’ earthly, will have this 
heavenly Eftcét: It will not only feparate the 
Evil from the Good, but it will in time, by 
the due Affiftance of the Clergy backed by 
the Civil Power, make all Good. For this 
Purpofe, all petty Criminals fhould fee no other 
Jail than The Purgatory, and find no other Pu- 
nifhment than they fhould meet with there : 
And if they behaved well, and became induf- 
trious, particular Care fhould be taken to re- . 
ward them accordingly. On the contrary, 
fuitable Punifhments fhould be the Portion of 
the Obftroperous and Indolent. It might be 
fo regulated as to feparate the well from the ill 
behaving, as the Healthy from the Sick, to 
prevent the Confequence of evil Communica- 
tions. Marriage might be tolerated to thofe 
who, by their Behaviour, could demonftrate 
a right way of Thinking; and their Iffae 
fhould be fent to be brought up in the Poor’s 
Houfe, which isto be under the InfpeGion of 
the Guardians of the Poor. All unlawful Inter- 
courfe between the Sexes to be ftri€tly prohi- 
bited and punifhed. There muft be as many 

of thefe Purgatories erected throughout the 
, Three Kingdoms, as will anfwer the Intent of 
them. 

Should it be demanded, by what Expence is 
all this to be maintained ? it may be anfwered, 
By an equal Tax to be laid on all his Majefty’s 
Civil Officers, commonly called Placemen, 
They may furely afford to contribute a fmall 
Part of their affluent Salaries to the Removal 
of an Evil thofe very Salaries have in Part pro- 
duced ; for if the Poverty of a People pro- 
ceeds from too great a Number of ‘Taxes, it 
mult be allowed, and well known it is to the 
Frequenters of Fu/lice-Hall, that Poverty is the 
Plea of every ingenuous Robber. Nor is it 
in many Inftances wrong to deduce their Po- 
verty from the Caufe juft hinted, 

But if this Tax fhould be infufficient, which 
from the Multitude of its Objeéts cannot well 
be fuppofed, we might throw in to the Num- 
ber all the military Land.Officers, above the 
Rank of Enfiga or Cornet, who receive fui! 
Pay in Time of Peace. Note, Thofe who live 
flowingly on Bribes and Penfions, as they are 
very numerous, when they can be diftinguifhed 
are underftood to be included among the Place- 
men, becaule a Seat and a Place convey fimi- 
lar Ideas, and are in Effeéi the fame. 

Let us caution thofe who may think us in 
Jeft, that we were never more in Earneft. The 
dreadful Crime of Murder, to prevent which 
the above Scheme is drawn our, will {ufficiently 
fecure us from fuch an Inyputation; for we 
fhould efteem it criminal to jeft when we fhould 
rather rnourn. Tho’ Democritus was no lefs a 
Philofopher than Heraclitus, we might venture 
to affirm the firft was not fo good a Patriot as 
the laft. There is a Sincerity in Tears we do 
not expect to find in Laughter; tho’, it muft 
be confeffed, there is in Laughter an Oppor- 
tunity of {peaking feafonable Truths to very 
good Purpole, which muft not be accompanied 
by acontrary Affection without producing bad 
Effects: And it often lies upon a Reader to 





conceive more than he reads, 






































If however this Tax will not be indulged us, 
we have no Expedient left to fave our Purga- 
tories, but the old one. We mutt recur to the 
blind Goddefs, as ufual ; and borrow a Corner 
of Guildball; for as this is fo national an Un- 
dertaking, the Worfhipful Company of Sta- 
tioners mut nov run away with the whole Ho- 
nour of her Goddefs’s Refidence, but will be 
humbly content to enjoy it in common with 
their equally-deferving Fellow-citizens, 

In the mean time, that ail the Whores and 
Rogues by Profeffion are thus provided for, 
tho’ their own Labour is defigned for their 
future Maintenance ; we muft have Recourfe 
to a very extraordinary Meafure to prevent the 
Increafe of more. All Fathers and Mafters of 
Families fhall lead their Children and Servants 
to Church, where if any of them fall afleep in 
Time of Devotion, the Minifter fhall have the 
Power of fining them. The Fine of the Se- 
niors fhall be heavy in proportion to the evil 
Confequence of their Example: The Omil- 
fion of going to Church at all with their Fa 
milies, muft alfo be a handfome Fine. 

We do not fine in this free Manner, without 
very ftrong Inducements. While thefe Fines 
may augment the Revenue of the Purgatory in 
the Diftri€t where they are levied, they will 
in time leffen the Occafions of that Revenue, 
by preventing an Increafe of Inmates to the 
Purgatory maintained by it. If however, the 
Practice of Fining fhall be deemed an unfuffer- 
able Grievance to a Free People, or rather to a 
People who were free, a Power may be given 
to the Purgatory to fell a Licence, difpenfing 
in the Lump with all the Church-Rigors juft 
mentioned, provided neverthetefs all due Re- 
gard be had tothe Intent of the Purgatory. 

Let us enjoy in Thought what we can only 
with to fee, the Streets and Highways cleared 
of the Nufances they now abound with, the 
Wolves of the Community converted into 
Beafts of Burden, and Midnight become as 
fafe to waik abroad in as Noonday! Thus it 
was in Alfred’s Days, if Tradition is not 
Fable. 

But is it impoffible to praétife what we 
preach? Surely, the Spinz-boufe in Holland is 
enough to convince us, that a Purgatory in 
England is not a mere Creature of Imagination. 
Such a thing might at leaft be attempted, when 
fo much is to be gained by it 5---no lefs than the 
Suppreffion of the moft horrid Crime againft 
God and Nature, and Obedience generally 
paid to the divine Command with which we 
began this Paper.

than he received from the whole fee. His Lordthip, 
upon his tranflation to Durham, immediately fet 
about repairing his two feats there, which, if he had 
lived, he would have put into as good a condition 
as he did his palace at Briftol. It is faid that he en- 
tered himfelf an annual fubfcriber of 4001. a year 
to the county hofpital at Durham, as foon as he 
came to the bifhopric thereof. 

By his lordfhip’s will the reverend Dr. Fofter, his 
domeftic chaplain, is appointed executor, and his 
eftate he has left divided ver) equitably amongft his 
relations.
